Senate  appointment 

Dr.  John  T.  Bernhard,  administrative  assistant  to  Pres- 
ident Wilkinson,  has  been  named  a Utah  State  Senator  by 
Gov.  George  D.  Clyde. 

He  replaces  Luke  Clegg  of  Provo  who  resigned  from 
his  state  senatorial  post  in  December  after  becoming  Provo 
City  commissioner. 

Letter  of  endorsement  for  Dr.  Bernhard  as  Senator 
was  expected  this  morning.  His  appointment  was  endorsed 
Tuesday  by  the  Republican  Central  Committee. 

DR.  BERNHARD’S  term  of  office  will  last  until  Jan. 
1,  1963,  according- to  spokesmen  from  the  governor’s  office 
who  confirmed  the  appointment  Wednesday  afternoon. 

The  new  Senator  came  to  BYU  for  the  first  time  in 
1950  as  an  assistant  professor  in  political  science.  He  came 
to  Provo  from  the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
where  he  earned  his  Ph.D.  in  political  science. 

IN  1951  DR.  BERNHARD  returned  to  California  for 
eight  years  and  worked  for  Howard  Hughes.  He  came  back 
to  BYU  in  1959  in  his  present  position  as  administrative  as- 
sistant to  the  president  and  professor  of  political  science. 

While  in  California,  Dr.  Bernhard  was  active  in  the  Los 
Angeles  Republican  Party  and  on  the  executive  committee  of 
the  58th  assembly  district.

A grant  of  $14,720  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation 
will  assure  continued  visits  of 
Utah  scientists  to  junior  and 
senior  high  schools  in  the  state. 


The  grant  was  received  by 
the  Physical  and  Biological  Di- 
visions of  the  Utah  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters,  it

THE  PROGRAM  is  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Orson  Whitney 
Young  of  Weber  College.
